And it's, I mean, there's a...the reason I'm a 
little nervous about doing it is I know Senator Bernard-Stevens 
questioned the cost of it. But we felt this was the comfortable 
amount to put in the bill. I'm assuming, since he introduced 
the bill, he can live with. So if he doesn't hear me or doesn't 
show up, I'm assuming...I move to advance the bill.
SPEAKER BAACK: Any discussion on the advancement of LB 145A?
Seeing none, we will vote on the advancement of LB 145A. All 
those in favor vote aye, opposed vote no. Have you all voted?
